A NEW TRAP WITH OLD BAIT. 


WE have at diffcrent times, during the past 
ten years, called attention to schemes of dis- 
posing of book treasures, in unlimited edi- 
tions, among which those claimed to have 
been brought out by the Society of English 
Bibliophilists always figured conspicuously. 
Once it was the stock of a bankrupt book- 
binder, or the patron of a bookbinder; then 
it was a “relict” who wished to dispose of a 
lot of books left by her late husband, a 
ubiquitous book coilector, who, strange to 
say, seemed to have died in different parts 
of the United States possessed of dozens of 
sets of the works of the same author, brought 
out in sumptuous style by the English Bib- 
liophilists. We might multiply such cases, 
but those cited are fair examples of the rest. 

After having buried the collector who 
bought up all the editions published by this 
society, and bankrupted the bookbinders who 
bound in such a rich manner its magnificent 
literary output, we were not surprised to hear 
that the Society itself had been forced to the 
wall, At least so the unsuspecting were led 
to infer from the following letter sent out by 
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the “receiver” of the Society of English Bib- 
liophilists, at 116 Nassau Street, New York 
City: 


Dear Sir: After a career of fifty-six years, the 
Society of English Bibliophilists was forced to as- 
sign for the benefit of its creditors. This society 
is renowned in the publishing line in England; they 
operated their own paper mills, printing presses and 
binderies, with sales branches in almost every promi- 
nent part of the globe. The New York branch (as 
per inventory) contains thousands of dollars’ worth 
of books—standard authors’ fine de luxe editions. 

I, as receiver of the above corporation, am com- 
pelled to offer the entire stock to individual book- 
buyers, for the reason that the holiday trade is now 
over—book dealers and auction rooms have no means 
to dispose of it and do not buy goods, when they 
have to carry the stock until next season’s trade. 
In justice to the creditors, the stock must be closed 
out and money realized, even at a sacrifice. 

The books are printed from de luxe plates on fine 
deckel-edge paper, with etchings and photo-etchings 
as illustrations. The bindings are exquisite three- 
quarters Persian morocco, hand beund and tooled. 

If you knew what an exceptional opportunity this 
is to secure one or more of these fine de luxe sets, 
you would check off the authors interested on the 
iuclosed card, return same to me, and I will send, 
without any cost or inconvenience to you, odd vol- 
umes or text pages, etchings, photo-etchings and 
water colors for your examination at your leisure, 
and if desired, you can have on the same terms as 
sold to book dealers (six or nine months) and at a 
figure that will surprise you. An immediate reply 
is therefore advisable before the list is broken up. 








This letter was written on paper with the 
heading “Society of English Bibliophilists, 
6-11 Henrietta Street, Covent Garden, Lon- 
don. Capital, £350,000.” In one corner at 
the top of the sheet was “Printers, Publish- 
ers and Binders;” in the other, “Printers to 
Her Majesty, the Queen.” The letter was 
accompanied by a card containing the names 
of about thirty-five standard authors, whose 
works the “Society” published. 

A New York Sun reporter called at 116 
Nassau Street to obtain information about the 
affairs of the embarrassed society, but the “re- 
ceiver” refused to discuss them. In his search 
elsewhere after information concerning the 
Society the reporter was unable to find any 
one in booktrade circles who knew anything 
of it. One publisher, however, according to 
the Sun, had run on to the “receiver,” or at 
least on to some of his work, a few days ago. 
A friend of his in Forty-ninth Street had 
bought 100 volumes of a limited edition of the 
classics at $3 a book. The binding, according to 
this informant, “was good, and the paper and 
printing also were first class, but I could see 
that the title-pages were of a different paper 
from the rest of the book and concluded that 
they had been inserted. These pages con-

tained the announcement that the books were 
printed privately for the members of the ‘So- 
ciety of English Bibliophiles,’ and that the 
edition was limited. 

“It may be true that the edition was lim- 
ited, but limited only in the sense that there 
were only a certain number of copies that 
had the doctored title-pages inserted... . I 
concluded that this receiver must have bought 
up a batch of what we call ‘remainders’ and 
edited and bound them ‘bibliophilistically.’” 

When these facts were presented to the 
party representing himself as the “receiver” 
by the Sun reporter, he is said to have “ad- 
mitted that the ‘Society of Bibliophilists’ 
never existed ; that he was a “receiver” only in 
the sense that he received books with this 
society’s name in them; that the whole thing 
was an advertising scheme, and that he had 
bought up remnants from reputable publishing 
houses, bound them and put in the title- 
pages. 

“*But,’ said he, ‘I’ve a good, established 
business—everybody knows me—and | don't 
need any boost in the papers. All publishing 
houses put themselves before the public in 
this way. I would have told you all about 
the thing the first time you were here, cnly I 
wanted to see just how much you could find 
out.’” 





Booxs lead men to crime by strange and 
by devious ways. The dime novel, we have 
been told again and again, leads our promis- 
ing youth to commit piracy, murder and 
other horrible crimes, and helps to fill our 
reformatories and jails. Now comes the 
alarming news of the downfall of the con- 
fidential clerk of an important and well- 
known Philadelphia banking house, who de- 
faulted in a large sum and then committed 
suicide, His employer explains the cause of 
the young man’s “error” as follows: “Mr. 
Goodwin was a book lover. As nearly as we 
can trace, he first took money to procure for 
himself rare and expensive editions of books. 
Soon finding himself several thousand dollars 
behind, he tried speculation in cheap securi- 
ties to try to recover himself.” There you 
are; according to the extremists, the young 
man can’t escape. If he evades the ten-cent 
“Red-handed Bandit” on the one hand, the 
“Bay Psalm Book” a “Gutenberg Bible” or 
some other high-priced bibliopolistic rarity 
will surely undo him. The young man in this 
matter as well as in others had better keep 
to the main-travelled road. That may be 
more commonplace than the others, but it 
will also be decidedly safer. 


METHODIST BOOK CONCERN MAY 
GO WEST. 


Tue Book Committee of the Methodist 
Book Concern in New York last week re- 
ceived a report of a sub-committee on the 
consolidation of the publishing interests of 
the Eastern and Western branches of the 
Book Concern, but decided to make no recom- 
mendation at this time, since only the Gen- 
eral Conference of 1904 can act. 

As is well known the Methodist Episcopal 
Church North has two Book Concerns, one 
in New York and the other in Cincinnati. 
For years the New York concern was the 
more important and did a much larger busi- 
ness than the Western Concern; but during 
the four years from 1892 to 1806 the Cin- 
cinnati concern took the lead and has kept it, 
its business during the four years ending 1900 
being $4,143,000 compared with the New York 
concern’s showing of $3,714,000. The Cin- 
cinnati branch is the central office of the 
Western Methodist Book Concern, and has 
control over branches situated at Chicago and 
Kansas City. The total capitalization of the 
Western branch of the book concern is $1,- 
600,000, and of this about $800,000 is used in 
Cincinnati. 

The proposition now is to remove the manu- 
facturing plants away from both New York 
and Cincinnati, to some small town in the 
Middle West, probably just outside Chicago. 

It is proposed also to ask the churches 
themselves to support the supermumerary 
preachers, which the Book Concern now does, 
and stop asking the book agents to make a 
profit for this purpose. It is argued that the 
duty of the Book Concerns is to manufac- 
ture literature at as low a price as possible, 
and so secure the largest possible distribution 
of it, to the benefit of Christianity and of re- 
ligion. The partial endowment of the minis- 
ters’ fund may make the change possible. 

It is not likely that immediate action will 
be taken. The change proposed is a very se- 
rious one and will be carefully considered by 
the Methodist Church North as a whole. 





GERMAN PUBLISHERS REFUSE TO 
EXHIBIT AT ST. LOUIS. 


Tue Stuttgart Publishers’ Society, at a 
special meeting held January 20, passed a reso- 
lution recommending that its members de- 
cline to exhibit their publications at the St. 
Louis Exposition. The reason assigned is 
that the manufacturing clause insisted upon 
by the United States Government in its copy- 
right treaty with Germany is prohibitive to 
the reproduction of German books and litho- 
graphs in the United States, and therefore 
seriously injures the interests of the German 
publisher, author and artist. The publishers 
say that exhibiting at St. Louis would simply 
be “showing the Americans what is available 
for them to reprint.” 

The Stuttgart publishers have begun an 
agitation with the object of inducing the Ger- 
man Government to insist on a revision of 
the copyright treaty when the new commercial 
treaty with the United States is negotiated, 
and if they cannot be better protected, they 
demand the repeal of the copyright treaty.

The Consolidated Retail Booksellers is 
4 mutual co-operative corporation, organized 
under the laws of the State of New Jersey. 
Its authorized capital stock is $1,000,000, of 
which $250,000 is preferred and $750,000 com- 
mon. 

The preferred stock is sold only at par and 
for cash. Of this $68,600 has already been 
firmly subscribed for by wholesale and retail 
booksellers ; $100,000 has been subscribed for 
or underwritten by successful business men 
and capitalists of New York and vicinity, un- 
der an agreement by the terms of which the 
credit of each of these gentlemen is pledged 
to the amount of his subscription, the organ- 
ization committee having reserved the right 
to sell a part of the stock so underwritten to 
such publishers and booksellers as may de- 
sire financially and actively to join as co- 
operative members. 

At the expiration of the limited time the 
balance of unsold underwritten stock will be 
divided pro rata among the underwriters in 
proportion to the amount each has subscribed, 
and will be paid for in cash at its par value 
by the subscribing underwriters; $60,000 has 
been sold to outside subscribers at par value; 
$21,400 still remains in the treasury, (which 
amount will be offered in small blocks to retail 
book merchants,) making a total of $250,000, 
and thus disposing of the preferred stock. 

The corporation has purchased and now 
publishes the Book-Lover, (with which the 
Home Magazine was merged,) and the Book 
and News-Dealer. ... ; 

The corporation is now beginning business 
as a general jobber and distributor of books 
through the medium of its 200 local distrib- 
uting agents, (who are also stockholders,) 
and who are located in good distributing lo- 
cations in as many prominent cities and 
towns. 

There has been a desire on the part of re- 
tail booksellers in cities and towns remote 
from the centres of publication to have books 
delivered to them by publishers with carry- 
ing charges prepaid. It is felt by booksellers 
who are remote from New York City that 
such an arrangement would place their busi- 
ness on a par with that of booksellers located 
near the publishing houses. 

A serious and insuperable objection to this 
proposition was the great expense that would 
be incurred in prepaying express charges to 
each of the numerous dealers located in va- 
rious cities and towns. To meet this objec- 
tion the Consolidated Retail Booksellers has 
established distributing agents in the most 
prominent cities and towns, to each of whom 
they will ship collectively the books ordered 
of each of the publishers; and they, the dis- 
tributors, in turn, will wholesale to other lo- 
cal dealers at such quantity and jobbing dis- 
counts as may be established by the individ- 
ual publishers for the purpose of regulating 
the sales. 


By this means local dealers will be able to 
cbtain from our distributing agents advance 
shipments of new copyrighted novels and 
pick-up orders of such standard works as 
dictionaries, encyclopedias, histories and 
other standard sets of books, for which all 
dealers have more or less demand; and they 
will be able to obtain the same from our local 
distributing agents, at practically the same 
price as they would have to pay therefor at 
the warehouses of the publishers, thus sav- 
ing to each the great expense of shipping by 
mail or express at a long distance, which 
usually absorbs more than half of the sales 
profit after the books leave the hands of the 
publisher, and before they reach the retail 
bookseller. It is believed that by this means 
alone the Consolidated Retail Booksellers 
will work out a great economy, by which all 
members of the trade will be greatly bene- 
fited. 

The small profit that will be made on each 
shipment by buying in large quantities col- 
lectively, (as is done by other jobbers and 
by the purchasing syndicates of the dry- 
goods stores throughout the country that 
handle books,) will in the aggregate, during 
the first year, be sufficient at least to meet all 
expenses at the home office, and to pay the 
seven per cent, cumulative dividend guaran- 
teed on preferred stock. 

It should be distinctly understood that this 
is not a close corporation in the sense of ben- 
efiting only a few stockholders; but instead 
ii is intended to be constructed on the broad 
plan of the “greatest good of the greatest 
number,” in the publishing and bookselling 
trade, and must eventually prove of great 
value to authors and bookbuyers by assuring 
better stability to the bookselling business. 

Several publishers and many booksellers 
are already stockholders in the corporation;

CINCINNAT1 BOOKTRADE SUFFERS 
BY FIRE. 


Tue historic Pike’s Opera House, in Cin- 
cinnati, and the business block of which it 
was the centre was for hours on the morning 
ot February 26 a raging furnace, the result 
being one of the heaviest losses by fire in the 
history of that city. The total loss will reach 
tully $2,000,000, with insurance of about one- 
third that amount. The fire began about 2 
o'clock in the morning. From the front of 
the Pike Building in the centre and directly 
over the theatre entrance the flames spread 
south, east and west. At 6 o'clock the fire 
had worked south to Baker alley and across 
this narrow thoroughfare to the telephone 
building and that of the American Book Com- 
pany. Westward they seized successively 
upon the Strauss cigar store, White’s restau- 
rant, the United States Express Company, 
and then to the Seasongood Building, at 
Fourth and Vine Streets. East the flames 
swept through the quarters of Joffee, Pike’s 
Opera House, the Adams Express Company, 
Martin’s restaurant, Empson’s confectionery, 
and then into the big building of the Robert 
Clarke Company, the well-known booksellers 
and publishers, everywhere carrying almost 
total loss in their wake. The loss of the 
American Book Company alone will reach 
$300,000. 

The front stone walls of the Pike building, 
and those of adjoining structures owned by 
the Robert Clarke Company, and the Duhme 
Brothers’ jewelry store, and of the Season- 
good building withstood the heat and did not 
fall. The rear walls of these structures, how- 
ever, which were of brick, gave way with the 
falling floors. John Keenan, night watchman 
of the American Book Company, was caught 
by the falling walls and fatally injured.

BOOKTRADE ASSOCIATIONS. 
AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Tue American Publishers’ Association held 
a meeting in the afternoon of February 25 at 
the rooms of the Aldine Association to con- 
sider a plan for regulating the discount given 
by jobbers on protected books. The resolu- 
tion submitted to the meeting when finally 
passed with amendments and corrections, 
reads as follows: 


(1) That the members of the American 
Publishers’ Association agree to sell new 
books first issued by them after April 1, 
1903, and already subject to the Association’s 
rules for the regulation of prices of net copy- 
right books and copyright fiction, Sections 1 
and 4, to those jobbers and booksellers only 
who will not undersell, when selling to retail 
dealers, during the first year after publication, 
a schedule of quantities and discounts to be 
fixed by the publisher and communicated by 
him to jobbers and booksellers. 

A jobber may be defined as one who carries 
in stock a miscellaneous assortment of books 
of various publishers who buys in bulk with 
capital owned and controlled by him, and sells 
chiefly to other retail dealers. 

(2) That the members of the Association 
agree to adopt and to furnish to the Board 
of Directors, when required, a schedule of 
quantities and discounts at which their copy- 
right books may be sold by jobbers and book- 
sellers when selling to retail dealers, and 
they agree not to undersell when selling to 
retail dealers, during the first year after pub- 
lication, the schedule of quantities and dis- 
counts fixed by them; but nothing in this 
paragraph shall prevent a publisher from sell- 
ing, at a greater rate of discount, larger quan- 
tities of his books than those quantities for 
which he arranges his schedule of discounts 
for his own observance and the observance of 
the jobber. 

(3) That any violation of the provision 
of the foregoing articles shall be reported to 
the Association and shall be considered by 
the Board of Directors. If, after investiga- 
tion, the Board finds that a jobber or book- 
seller has intentionally undersold the sched- 
ule of quantities and discounts fixed by the 
publisher on any book, the members of the 
Association and the trade shall be notified, 
and until further advised shall decline to sell 
such jobber or bookseller books published by 
members of the Association. If, on investi- 
gation, the Board finds that a member of the 
Association has intentionally undersold the 
fixed schedule of the quantities and discounts, 
he shall be deemed to have violated the rules 
of the Association, and the Board of Direc- 
tors shall prefer charges against him in the 
manner prescribed by the By-laws. 

(4) That the members of this Association 
agree to furnish on request to all jobbers and 
wholesale booksellers copies of all schedules 
adopted by them and all revisions thereof. 

(5) That the schedules filed with the sec- 
retary of the Association under Section 2 
above, shall be regarded as confidential and 
not as public instruments, but as memoranda 
to be used for the purpose of effectuating 
the objects of the resolution. 
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AMERICAN BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


AT a recent n.eeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the American Booksellers’ Asso- 
ciation it was decided to hold the annual con- 
vention in or near New York on Monday and 
Tuesday, June 8 and 9. The convention will 
convene at 9 o'clock in the morning of the 
8th of June, and the annual dinner will be 
given at 7 o'clock in the evening of June 9. 

The Association is beginning arrangements 
for its next convention early in the season be- 
fore its members make other plans for the 
summer, trusting that, if not every member, 
at least as many as possible will make it a 
point to be present at the third annual con- 
vention, and contribute something of value to 
the advancement of the profession of book- 
selling. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


_ Lewis Syivester Hoven, author of “Amer- 
ica and Her Tariff” and “The Principles of 
Coinage and Currency,” died at Media, Pa., 
eighty-two years old. 


Tue Bishop oF SOUTHAMPTON, the Rev. 
Hon. Arthur Temple Lyttleton, died at Peters- 
field, Hampshire, Eng., February 20, Bishop 
Lyttleton was born in London, January 7, 
1852. Among the best-known of his pub- 
lished works is the volume entitled “The 
Place of Miracles in Religion.” 


_ JouN Forses-Rosertson, Sr, art critic and 
iournalist, died in London, February 25, aged 
eighty-one, having been born in Aberdeen, 
January 30, 1822. He was connected with a 
number of art journals as editor and critic, 
end published “The Great Painters of Chris- 
tendom,” “A Life of Samuel Phelps, Player,” 
and lives of Doré and Rosa Bonheur. 


Proressor Epwarp RicHARD SHAW, Super- 
intendent of the Public Schools of Rochester, 
N. Y., and until recently Dean of the New 
York University School of Pedagogy, died 
in St, John’s Hospital, Yonkers, on the 11th 
inst. Dr. Shaw was born at Bellport, L. L, 
in 1855. He was graduated from Lafayette 
College and at once adopted teaching as his 
profession. In time he became an acknowl- 
edged authority in pedagogical circles. He 
was the author of a “National Qvestion 
Book,” “Inventive Geometry,” “Physics by 
Experiments,” “Outlines in the Study of Lit- 
erary Composition,” “English Composition 
by Practice,” and “Legends of Fire Island 
Beach.” 


GeEorGE Birseck Hux, the author, died in 
London February 25. Dr. Hill was born at 
Tottenham, June 7, 1835. He was graduated 
from Pembroke College, Oxford, after which 
from 1859 to 1870 he was head master of his 
old school—the Bruce Castle School, of which 
his father had been head master for years. 
Since 1876 he devoted himself entirely to let- 
ters. He was the grcatest living authority on 
Johnson, and in the last days of his life ed- 
ited letters of Rossetti and Swift. Dr. Hill’s 
most celebrated contribution to literature is 
the definitive edition edited by him of Bos. 
well’s “Life of Johnson.” His other books 
include “Dr. Johnson: His Friends and 
Critics,” 1878; “Footsteps of Dr. Johnson in 








Scotland,” 1890; “Wit and Wisdom of Dr. 
Johnson,” 1888; “Harvard College by an Ox- 
onian,” 1894; “Memoirs of the Life of Ed- 
ward Gibbon,” 1900. 


CHEVALIER KARL VON SCHERZER, a well- 
known traveller, died on February 20 at 
Gdritz, Austria. Chevalier von Scherzer was 
born in Vienna, May 1, 1821. He was at first 
a printer and worked at the case in Leipzig 
and Paris. In 1852 he came to this country 
and travelled through the west and in South 
America with the idea of gaining material for 
publication. In 1865 he was put at the head 
of an expedition for exploring Eastern Asia, 
having before that been a member of the 
Austrian Novara expedition which made a 
journey around the world. Among several 
published books by von Scherzer are “Travels 
in the Free States of Central America,” 
which when brought out was at once declared 
to be a standard work; “Descriptive Parts of 
the Voyage of the Austrian Frigate Novara 
Around the World,” “The World’s Indus- 
tries,” and “Economic Life of the Nations.”
